I didn't think much of it until the 
proprietor handed me my receipt 
It listed William H. Herndon as 
<m« of the partners. 


I asked him if he was related 


to the controversial figure who 
was Lincoln's law partner and 
biographer, the irascible "Billy" 
Herndon. "Yes," came the reply. 
"He was my grandfather, and I 
•m his namesake.''

History says the Lincolns weren't 


much for entertaining. Now more 
than a half million visitors are 
drawn to the home each year. One 
of the kindly ladies who are host- 
esses in the home chatted with me 
for a few minutes during the Sun- 
day rush. She seemed vitally inter- 
ested in her work, but she told me 
the job has one disadvantage dur- 
ing the summer. Almost half of the 
visitors point to the electric circu- 
lating fans' in the windows, and 
murmur, as if they were being 
original. "But I don't suppose these 
are original." 


"If one more person mentions 


those fans." the lady whispered 
tensely, "I think I'll"scream.1' 


Oak Ridge Cemetery, where Lin- 


coln lies, shows the least change 
through the years. The spire of the 
tomb still towers ir>to the blue sky. 
Only when the visitor enters the 
marble interior on a sweltering day 
does he feel the change. It's air 
conditioned! I couldn't help asking 
myself what Mr. Lincoln might 
have said if he had Known that he 
would rest in an air conditioned 
tomb.

Jurymen Contribute 
Fee to Fund; Mother 
Weeps at Inquiry 


A Lee county coroner's 


jury today ruled that Mrs. 
Evelyn "Daisy" Marrion, 38- 
year-old aerialist, died Mon- 
day from pneumonia and pul- 
monary edema (filling of the 
lungs) as the result of in- 
juries she received Aug. 23 in 
an accidental fall. 


Mrs. Marrion suffered crushing 


injuries when her support ropes 
broke during her daring perform- 
ance in the "Four Sky Devils" act 
and caused htr to fall 80 feet to 
the pavement. 


She died suddenly and quietly in 


Dixon KSB hospital shortly before 
noon Monday. She was described 
as a woman with 
"tremendous 


courage." 


Coroner Robert Preston conduct- 


ed the hour-long and sometimes 
tearful inquest this morning in his 
funeral home. 


Ray Marrion. who now has lost 


two wives in aenal mishaps, sat 
emotionless through much of the 
inquest. He appeared tired and 
somewhat relieved that tha ordeal 
was over. 


Words Fall Him , 


Commenting on the appeal now 


in progress. Marrion said, "I don't 
enow how to thank the people of 
Dixon. I just- can't find words to 
describe their kindness." 


Marrion 
added, 
"The 
doctors 


bought that my %vife would have 
been paralyzed the rest of her life 
had she lived.'' 


Mrs. Clinton Luck, mother of 


Evelyn, broke down repeatedly dur- 
ing the inquest. She became espe- 
cially upset whenever the details 
of the accident were discussed. 


She sobbed. "God was merciful 


to take her." She composed her- 
self and said. "I guess I'm just too 
selfish to lose her." 


Shirley and Joe Carpini, fellow 


troupers of Mrs. Marrion. testified 
that there was nothing anyone 
could do to help Mrs. Marnon 
when the accident occurred. 


Through With Act 


Mrs. Carpini said that she and 


her husband are through with high 
wire acts for good. They are plan- 
ning to return to Los Angeles im- 
mediately. They had been with the 
act three years. 


Jimmy Lloyd, who had been with 


the troupe only three weeks before 
the accident, said today that he is 
g-omg to help Marrion drive back 
to California. He then said he plans 
to return to Dixon and live here if 
he can find employment. 


Police Chief Earl Kelchner testi- 


fied that the state cnme laboratory 
found Mrs. Man-ion's support ropes 
weie worn out but had not been 
tampered \vith. 


Marrion explained that the life- 


expectancy of the ropes is two sea- 
sons and that the ropes had just 
been replaced at the end of last 
season.

Israel, Egypt 
Charge Attacks 
Along Border 


J E R U S A L EM UP)—Vio- 


lence continued without letup 
Monday night and today in 
the area of the Gaza strip. 
Israel charged the Egyptians 
with killing four Jewish civil- 
ians and wounding 10 other 
Israelis. Egypt accused the 
Israelis of killing an Egyp- 
tian soldier and wounding 
four Arab civilians. 


In Cairo, an Egyptian military 


spokesman said fighting: broke out 
near Gaza at 6 a.m. and was still 
going on this afternoon. 


An Israeli military spokesman 


said Egyptian infiltrators killed 
the four civilians and wounded six 
others in attacks 12 to 15 miles 
inside Israeli territory north of 
Gaza Monday night. 


He also charged that the Egyp- 


tians directed machine - gun and 
mortar fire on the Erox settlement 
this morning. The spokesman said 
there were no casualties on the Is- 
raeli side in a 15-minute exchange.

Dulles Says 
Reds Making 
Arms Offer 


'Reliable' Reports 
Indicate Soviets 
Are Intervening 
WASHINGTON (£>)—Sec- 


retary of State Dulles said to- 
day there have been reliable 
reports that Russia has of- 
fered arms to some countries 
in the Middle East. 


Such action by Russia — the 


supplying; of arms to nations in a 
troubled area—would not contrib- 
ute to the relaxing of world ten- 
sions, Dulles said. 


Not "Official" 


The secretary made clear to a 


news conference that he had no 
official information on the report- 
ed Russian offers of arras. 


Reports of the offers have cir- 


culated for several weeks in dip- 
lomatic quarters here. 


Dulles declined to name any 


country us the target of the So- 
viet offers. 


But he responded to a question 


about whether he knew of offers 
to Egypt or other states in the 
Middle East, and said simply that 
there are indications that such of- 
fers may have been made. 


Dulles said there was no evi- 


dence that he knew of that Soviet 
equipment was actually already in 
Arab hands. Those countries have 
been getting their military sup- 
plies from non-Communist sources, 
he said. 


IJrRi*s Truce 


On other subjects, Dulles told 


his news conference: 


The 
United States hit? urged 


both Israel and Egypt within tha 
past 48 hours to refrain Irom ' the 
use of force1 in' their border dis- 
pute. The iwo nations have been 
involved for weeks in bloody skir- 
mishes in the Gaza area. 


Tine United States must main- 


tain patience and hope in negotia- 
tions with Red China at Geneva 
for the release of American civil- 
ians detained on the Chinese main- 
land. Dulles said he did not feel 
any great encouragement with re- 
spect to the Geneva talks so far 
except as he believes that with 
Lhe passage of time some result 
eventually will be achieved. 


Developments relating

Moscow visit next month of Ger- 
man Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
indicate there may be useful talks 
between the Soviet and German 
leaders on German unification and 
the return of prisoners of war 
from Russia.

49,000 Families Suffer 
Losses in Flood Zone 


NEW YORK ffl—The latest count 


by the American Red Cross shows 
that 49,441 families suffered losses 
in the Northeast floods of nearly 
two weeks ago. The agency fig- 
ured its relief costs will go over 
10 million dollars. 


The revised figures were issued 


yesterday. Previously the Red 
Cross had counted 35.661 families 
suffering losses and set its aid at 
eight million. 


So far, a special flood relief 


drive by the Red Cross has 
brought in over five million dollars 
collected by chapters across the 
nation. 


The Red Cross said 13,169 fam- 


ilies have indicated they will apply 
to it for rehabilitation aid. The or- 
ganization figured this would take 
up 80 cents of every Red Cross 
dollar spent in the disaster area. 


The Red Cross report also said 


143 deaths directly caused by the 
flood have been confirmed by civil 
authorities. Of 5,909 "persons in- 
jured, 252 required hospitalization. 


The state-by-state breakdown of 


families who suffered flood losses: 


Connecticut, 31,193; P e nn s y 1- 


vania, 8,211; Massachusetts, 5,109; 
New Jersey, 2,206; Rhode Island, 
1,362; New York, 1.360. 


A total of 1,314 homes were de- 


stroyed, 4,905 seriously damaged, 
and 15,251 damaged to a smaller 
degree.

Hero Tells How It Feels 
10 Years After the War

NEW YORK IB— Wnat is a war 


hero like 10 years after he leaves 
his laat battleground? 


Ten years ago Audie Murphy, 


still too young to vote or grow a 
mustache, came home as Ameri- 
ca's most decorated soldier of 
World War IL His 24 decorations 
included the medal of honor and 
a purple heart for each of his three 
battle wounds. 


The fanf&r* of a nation.' a ac- 


claim f»st bewildered the 30-year- 
old Md from Texas, then made 
him a bit resentful. 


"Al! I v.-snted \rs« some peace, 


and time to think things through," 
he recalled. 


One of Xine 


Atldie, one of nine children of a 


tenant farmer, wanted to forget 
the war that e veryone he met 
seem«d to want to remember. He 
first thought he'd like to go to 
West Point, but decided against 
it. He felt he wouldn't make a 
good peacetime soldier. Then he 
thought of going- to college and 
studying- to become a veterinarian. 
But ther* was a stumbling block — 
he had only an eighth grade edu- 
cation. Then a movie offer came 
along, and he felt he had to take 
it. 


"I had the responsibility of help- 


ing two younger sdsters and a 
brother who were in an orphanage 
while I was away at war," he 
said. 


In Hollywood Audie went up like 


a rocket — and came down almost 
as fast. His contract was dropped. 
He made a marriage that lasted 
only a year.- He lapsed into a semi- - 
obscurity. 


Xo "Flash" 


But in the years since then Audie 


has shown the stubborn fighting 
qualities that made him outstand- 
ing in combat. He is no flash hero. 


He has now appeared in 14 pic- 


tures. His latest, Universal's "To 
Hell and Back" — based on his own 
fabulous career — has brought him 
to the top again. He has remar- 
ried happily, _and has two children. 
His future looks secure. 


"I still wish I could have gone 


back to school," he said a little 
wistfully, "but it has worked better 
this way— at least financially. 


"I average about S2.000 a week 


now and have a six-year contract. 
In another five years I should be 
independent. By that I don't mean 
I'll be a millionaire. But I'll be 
able to have a ranch or a farm 
and enough put by to send my 
children to college." 


Gets Disability Pay 


Audie, part of whose right hip 


was shot way, draws .$93 a month 
pay as the result of a 50 per cent 
disability rating. For three years, 
until he joined the Texas National 
Guard a.s a captain, he refused 
the money. Now he feels it is fair 
to take it. 


Murphy still holds a steadfast 


love for the Army and says the 
war didn't disillusion him. 


"War is like a giant pack rat," 


he remarked. "It takes something 
from you, and it leaves something 
behind in its stead." 


"It burned me out in some wavs, 


eo that now I feel like an old man 
but still sometimes act like a I a day and take a dailv bath. 


dumb kid. It made me grow up too 
fast. 


"You live so much on nervous 


excitement that when it's 
over 


you suddenly fall apart. 


"That's what war took from me 


—the excitement of living, gatting 
a thrill out of the little things in 
life. That's too bad, for it's a great 
asset to get a kick out of little 
things. I Kill get more kick out of 
seeing: other people have fun than 
looking for it myself. 


"I don't get excited. The biggest 


thrill I have now ia coming1 home 
and wrestling with my kids—the 
little devils. But usually I go to 
bed before they do." 


The Froflt Side 


Audi*, who weighed only 117 


pounds when he enlisted, has 
grown three inches taller and gain- 
ed nearly 40 pounds since then. 
He feel* this is what he gained 
from war: 


"It taught m« how to get along 


with people, not to be selfish. War 
is a pretty good course in public 
relations. 


'"Hi* first time you see a man 


topple over in combat you learn 
that the war isn't just yours—that 
you have a responsibility to the 
guy on your left and the guy on 
your right. It's the same way in 
peace. Peace doesn't give you the 
same comradeship as war. 
It 


can't. There isn't the sameness of 
purpose. But you still have a re- 
sponsibilitv to the guys on vour 
left anh right." 


His studio biography says Audie 


slew 240 enemy soldiers in combat. 
And the question he hates most to 
be asked is, "How does it feel to 
have killed 240 men?" 


"To begin with, I didn't kill that 


many," he said. "And anyway, 
how the hell does anyone think it j 
felt? It didn't feel either way. good ' 
or bad. Feeling wasn't a luxury in 
the infantry." 


Audie still likes to go skin fish- 


ing, but "somehow I don't like to 
shoot animals anymore." said the 
30-year-old ex-soldier, and added 
wryly: 


"I'm just a chicken-hearted slob 'and 


now."

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Politicking Amid Rioting 


Even in a world grown callous to violence, the report of 


more than 2000 dead in riots in Morocco and Algeria is 
shocking. 


The savage attacks of Arab nationalists against French 


settlers and others will earn no sympathy for their cause. 
The synchronized timing of the assaults over a wide area 
shows they were carefully plotted. This was no spontaneous 
uprising. 


Most likely the North African Liberation committee, 


centered in Cairo, gave the signal. If so, the Egyptians must 
bear a share of the blame, for they have given these revolu- 
tionaries sanctuary and allowed them to transmit inflamma- 
tory anti-French propaganda to Morocco, Algeria and 
Tunisia.

But, unhappily, the French themselves cannot escape 


heavy responsibility for the bloody rioting. As so often be- 
fore in dealing with the explosive nationalist problem in its 
overseas possessions, France was too slow and indecisive. 


Most of the time the French seem incapable of muster- 


ing a sense of urgency. Tunisia was an exception. There 
they acted sensibly to produce a settlement acceptable to na- 
tionalist elements. But they declined to allow that to serve 
as a wise precedent. 


So the government delayed and temporized until the lid 


blew off. 
Now, with the heavy slaughter casting a deep 


shadow over their deliberations, French and Moroccan lead- 
ers meet to search for some compromise solution. The quest 
will not be easy in the atmosphere of bitterness stirred by 
the riots.

And the French, of course, felt it necessary to meet force 


with, force. Thus in Algeria, not a colony but actually ad- 
ministered as a part of France, the French dealt severe blows 
against terrorist bands. In Morocco they turned out tanks, 
planes and infantry to subdue the rebels. 


As generally understood, politics is supposed to have 


something to do with the art of governing. But in post-war 
France it seems to have become an end in itself, a kind of 
morass to which the French are drawn irresistibly. 


The African rioting, so costly in human life, ought to be 


one more convincing lesson to France that politics which 
leads to no decision can lead to disaster.

Flood Victims Need Help 


As the floodwaters recede in the ravaged northeast, 


.Americans whose hearts have gone out to the beleaguered 
people of that area roust not forget that theirs is a contin- 
uing crisis. 


It will be weeks and months — in some places longer —

the hike would not necessarily 
mean an increase in interest rates 
charged by member banks.

ing loans on their own," Koptis 
said.

Truman^ at 
71, Must 
Slow Down

WASHINGTON 
(*) — Former 


President Truman, one of the most 
fiery campaigners in the history of 
American politics, is slowing up. 
Not by choice, though. 


Apparently his age — he's 71 — 


and his health are finally saying to 
him: "Whoa." - 


Only 13 days ago Truman said 


he felt in -tip-top" shape and fully 
recovered from his major opera- 
tion last year. He was anxious to 
get^started on a series of give-'em- 
hell speeches against the Republi- 
cans this month and next—a kind 
of warmup for next year's presi- 
dential campaign when he hoped 
to help the Democrats throw the 
Republicans out. 


Cancels Speeches 


And he,did get started. He made 


a speech in Indiana Saturday and 
another in Michigan last night. But 
he had to cancel two speeches 
scheduled for California in Septem- 
ber. 


He said he called off the West 


Coaat trip on the advice of his 
physician and the "prodding" of 
his wife. But he seemed in the best 
of spirits when he told newsmen: 


"They are 
afraid 
something 


might happen to the old man." He 
indicated the long- journey to the 
Coast might be too taxing, although 
the speeches in California wouldn't 
be made until mid-September. 


Just recently Michigan's gov- 


ernor, G. Mennen Williams, whom 
Truman praised highly last night, 
infuriated the Republicans by sug- 
gesting President Eisenhower, now 
64, would be too old next year to 
seek re-election. 


Kole IJmited 


Truman's part in next year's 


campaign — judged by what has 
just happened when he couldn't 
make speeches scheduled almost 
two weeks apart — will be very 
limited. He has already said flatly 
h« would not be a candidate in the 
presidential race. 


So in 1956, Truman won't be 


m a t c h i n g the more than 350 
speeches he delivered in 1948 to 
win the presidency — a victory 
which was a shock to Republicans 
and a surprise to many of his own 
Democrats. 


Truman's return to the political 


wars Saturday with his speech in 
Indiana was not particularly im- 
pressive. It was mild compared 
with what he used to say in the 
past. 


True, he denounced the Republi- 


cans and took some cracks at 
Eisenhower. But he spoke in gener- 
alities and didn't back up his 
charges with chapter and verse. 


His attack on Eisenhower may 


have been a surprise to many but 
here in Washington it was no secret 
his 'relations with Eisenhower are 
cool. Those who know Truman in- 
dicate he is deeply displeased that 
Eisenhower isn't warmer toward 
him. 


Had Old Fire 


In last night's speech in Michi- 


gan Truman had more of the old 
fire. He accused the Republicans 
of trying to destroy the work of 
the New Deal-and "Fair Deal," 
and he banged away on a theme 
which the Democrats will probably 
make one of their major points. 


Truman scored the Republicans 


as the angels of big business. But 
there wasn't anything novel in that 
D e m o c r a t i c view of the Re- 
publicans.

Ike's Regime Works For 
Big Business: Truman 


Raps Dixon-Yates; Gtes 
GOP Campaign Pledges 


MACKCNAC ISLAND, Mich- 


Harry S. Truman said Monday 
night the Eisenhower administra- 
tion is using the power of the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment to "undermine" the law of 
the country "in the interest of big: 
business." 


But, he said, the "people will 


win their government back from 
the forces of special privilege." 


In a "give-'em-hell" speech be- 


fore SOO Michigan Democrats, the 
former President accused the ad- 
ministration of "subverting the 
laws it is sworn to execute faith- 
fully"; charged it pursued 
"in 


stealth and secrecy" a. plan to de- 
stroy the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity; and chided it with failing to 
balance the budget. 


Climaxes Conference 


His speech, the second major one 


in three days, climaxed the three- 
day meeting of the Michigan Dem- 
ocratic Conference. 


In reply to Truman's previous 


criticisms. President Eisenhower's 
press secretary, James C. Hagerty, 
said in Denver Monday that "with 
the exception of a few paritsans, I 
don't believe anybody pays any 
attention" to what Truman says. 


In a speech at French Lick, Ind., 


Saturday, Truman accused the ad- 
ministration of "misrepresentation 
and demagoguery." Then in a news 
conference here yesterday he said 
the administration has fallen "100 
per cent under the domination of 
big business." 


He said Republican, appointees to 


the National Labor Relations 
Board have "reversed a number of 
settled interpretations of the law to 
the disadvantage of labor." 


"The secretary of agriculture," 


he said, "campaigns against the 
program he is supposed to admin- 
ister—and then uses their failure 
to argue that support prices ought 
to be lowered." 


Having Trouble 


Truman said he thought the rec- 


ord would show .-"that this sancti- 
monious administration is having 
its own troubles with corruption," 
which he said was the "deliberate 
Use of the power of the executive 
branch to undermine the laws it 
is sworn to execute faithfully so 
that their benefits flow to the priv- 
ileged few instead of to all our 
citizens." 


"One glaring example of this is 


the Dixon-Yates mess," he said. 


Turning to what he termed the 


"fantastic" Republican campaign 
promises of 1952, Truman said: 


"Somehow the notion seemed to 


have gotten abroad that all you 
had to do to balance the budget 
was just to behave nicely—if those 
wicked Democrats weren't such 
terrible spendthrifts, the budget 
would really balance itself. Well, 
what happened? We are now in the 
third year of the dispensation of 
big business and we have no bal- 
anced budget yet." 


He added that the last time there 


was any balancing of the budget 
was "during jmy administration."

, URBANA— The man who devel- 
oped Reid's Yellow Dent corn will 
be officially honored nearly 45 
years after his death. 


On Sept. 10. 3. marker honoring 


James L. Reid will be dedicated on 
the homestead farm near-Delavan, 
where he did much of his early 
com breeding work. 


Wheeler McMillen. vice president 


of Farm Journal, will be the fea- 
tured speaker at the ceremony, 
and Gov. Stratton will address a 
special recognition luncheon. Still- 
man J. Stanard, Illinois director of 
agriculture, and many other farm. 
leaders will attend. 


The Saturday program will open 


in the armory at Delavan. Later 
that day the marker will be dedi- 
cated two miles northeast of the 
city. A SU-ton boulder, it bears a 
bronze plaque with an inscription 
honoring E,eid. 


Pictures of Reid and his family, 


scrapbooks, Farmers Institute pro- 
grams, pictures of com painted by 
his daughter and other items of 
historical interest will be on dis- 
play in the armory on the day of 
the dedication. 


The development of Reid's Yel- 


low Dent corn began in 1846, when 
his father crossed two varieties — 
"Gordon Hopkins," brought from 
Ohio, and "Little Yellow," a vari- 
ety grown in the Delavan area. 


A few years later James L. 


Reid started selecting seed that 
still contributes toward the devel- 
opment of present-day hybrids. In 
fact, a good hybrid — from a cross 
of Reid inbreds— grows on the 
marker site today. Com plots of 
his Yellow Dent grow on the ad- 
joining farm. 


Reid was first recognized for his 


corn breednig work in 1891, when 
he earned top honors at the Illinois 
State Fair corn show. Two years 
later two exhibits ran away \vith 
highest honors at the World's Co- 
lumbian Exposition at Chicago. 


The recognition given to Reid in 


the 1908 National Com Exposition, 
now in the files of the Illinois 
State Historical Society, refers to 
him as the man "who put more 
millions of dollars into the pockets 
of Com Belt farmers than any 
other person." 


For over three-quarters of a cen- 


tury, Reid's Yellow Dent com was 
the leading variety of yellow com 
in the United States. However, 
Reid receive^ little return other 
than honors for his work. 


Delavan is located in Tazewell 


county, about 25 miles south of 
Peoria on Illinois Route 122 and 
five miles east of Route 29.

(fruit insects excepted), prepared 
by entomologists of the Illinois 
Natural History Survey, ihe Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Ag- 
riculture, and cooperating agen- 
cies. 
Corn Borer: A few corn borer 


moths are still flying and a few 
egg masses can still be found, but 
for practical purposes moth flight 
and egg-laying are complete. Many 
of the second-generation com bor- 
ers are becoming full grown. Of 
no practical economic importance, 
but of general interest, is the fact 
that a few second-generation bor- 
ers have pupated. That may mean 
that we will have a small or par- 
tial third generation.

second-generation 


borers became more evident this 
past week, and occasional stalks 
have already broken over. Weather 
conditions from now until corn is 
harvested will be important in de- 
termining 
the amount of stalk 


breakage and the number of ears 
that will drop to the ground prior 
to harvest and during the mechan- 
ical operation of harvesting. 


Clover and Alfalfa Insects: Adult 


rpittlebugs are now concentrating 
in this year's legume seedings. The 
eggs they deposit in these fields 
this fall will hatch next spring, 
and the typical spittlebug damage 
and masses of froth will become 
apparent next May. To avoid spit- 
tlebug damage to the first cutting 
of hay next spring,, control adults 
this fall before they" lay eggs. Ap- 
ply DDT at IVi pounds per acre 
during the last few days of August 
or into the first 10 days of Sep- 
tember. Preliminary surveys indi- 
cate that this year's legume seed- 
ings are most likely to be damaged 
by spittlebugs next spring, partic- 
ularly in the northern part of Illi- 
nois. Furthermore, these fall ap- 
plications will also control the clov- 
er leaf weevil. A few areas have 
reported garden webworm. infesta- 
tions in new seedings of alfalfa. 
If infestations of these light green 
worms with black spots are severe, 
either DDT or toxaphene will con- 
trol them. 


Follow insecticide residue pre- 


cautions on container labels if you 
intend to use sprayed crops for 
pasture or hay. 


Soybeans: The outbreak of the 


green tfcloverworm is apparently 
subsiding rapidly. Although dam- 
age is now apparent, most of the 
worms have matured and are 
emerging as mpths. Other insects, 
such as woolly bear caterpillars, 
are being blamed for the damage. 
Rarely does this insect do serious 
enough damage to warrant .the ex- 
pense of control measures. 


Grasshoppers: In general it is 


now too late to treat for grasshop- 
pers because most of the damage 
is already done. They are now mi- 
grating over the field and laying 
eggs. However, some fall-seeded 
wheat and legumes may need pro- 
tection from grasshoppers moving 
.in from adjacent fields. 


Caution: Before applying insec- 


ticides, read the laebls and follow 
all precautions carefully. It not 
only will insure personal safety, but 
will also eliminate insecticide resi- 
due hazards. Sprayers in which 
2-4.D has been used should be 
cleaned thoroughly before applying 
insecticides.

Follows Increase in Supply

future trend in soybean j 


prices is a popular topic for guess- 
ing games these days. Guess right, 
you make money or win fame. 
Guess wrong, you lose some dough j 
or get a dunce cap. 


Every soybean grower must de- 


cide when to sell his beans: He can 
sell before harvest for delivery at 
a later date, he can sell load by 
load as the beans come from the 
combine, he can store them on the 
farm or in commercial storage and 
sell later, or he can get a govern- 
ment price support loan on his 
crop. 


The national average price sup- 


I port rate for the 1955 soybean crop 


j is $2.04 a bushel. The rate for the i 
1954 crop was $2.22. 
' 


There are no large stocks of old 


soybeans. Stocks of old beans are 
not expected to exceed 10 to 12 
million bushels on Oct. 1, or about 
enough to supply our mills for two 
weeks. 


One reason'soy bean prices are so 


difficult to forecast is that produc- 
tion is increasing rapidly. Soy- 
beans became an important com- 
mercial crop only .about 20 years 
ago. Production first exceeded 100 
million bushels in 19-11, topped 200 
million in 1946, and seems likely 
to exceed 400 million this year. 


The August estimate of Uie.soy- 


bean crop is -120 million bushels, 77 
million more than the record crop 
of last year. 


The soybean market is further 


complicated 
by important 
and 


rather unpredictable export de- 
mands. Export markets are ..taking 
around 55 million bushels of the 
1954 beans, plus the oil from about

It is expected 
that foreign buyers will take 75 
to SO million bushels of soybeans 
from our 1955 crop. 


A carry-over of 10 million bush- 


els plus a crop of 420 million woYild 
make a total supply of 430 million, 
or one-fourth more than last year. 
Exports may take 75 million, seed 
'21 million, and the 1956 carry-over 
may be 15 million bushels. This 
would leave around 313 million 
bushels to be crushed in this coun- 
try for oil and meal. This amount 
is about one-fourth more than the

the closed door hearing, Walter 
told newsmen she was questioned 
about efforts to recruit New Jersey 
farm workers into the Communist 
party in the 1930s and 1940s. 


Walter said the Navy's denial of

But the tightness of money is be- 


ginning to pinch a little here and 
there. Money is getting tight, not 
because there isn't about as much 
of it as ever available for invest- 
ment, but because the demand by 
borrowers of all types—business 
loans, instalment buying, public 
construction financing, as well as 
home mortgages — is increasing 
right along, and the federal money 
managers aren't increasing the 
supply. 


With greater competition for the 


available investment funds; Inter- 
est rates have been going up and 
money lenders have become more 
choosy about terms and take a 
colder look at marginal borrowers.

Rising interest rates have upset-
